Cerman Soldiers are Mestly Under 
sized, Underfed and, Over- 
Py worked, 


Take an average British soldier 
end put uim for, say, three 
meaths’ military traming, into 
the German Army. What 
vould be the result? Twelve weeks 
cut of thirteen would be spent in 
woprary consineineat for insubor- 
‘nation and insulting a superior 
officer, while in the last week he 
would probably be executed for 
killing one, writes an English girl 
iu Pearson's Weekly. 

‘This is not intended as a slur up- 
on the British soldier: for, although 
no gives up his life and body tu the 
service of his country. still he re- 
tains his individuality and his self- 
respect. Such is certainly not the 
case with the German soldier: for 
what self-respect can a manghave 
who is habitually addressed by his 
superior oflicers by such epithets 
‘as, bandy-legs, pig-doy, fool, idiot, 
and so on. 

EVERY MAN A SOLDIER. 


Since every man, who is not an 
absolute’ idiot or physically incap- 
able, is compelled to serve, it can 
be well imagined that the German 
Army, as a whole, is not couspicu- 
cus for symmetry of form, nor beau-

ty and intelligence of countenance ; | 


therefore, it seems more than hard 
that a man who, through no faalt of 
his own, is. afflicted with some per- 
sonal defect, should have this af- 
fiction publicly derided and jeered 
at with remarks prefaced by one 
or more of the foregoing elegancies 
of speech. 

The under-officers are the worst 
offenders in this respect. 

“Hi' you bandy-legs, don’t stand 
there looking as conceited as if you 
were the only silly ass in the whole 
regiment,'’ is the sort of wit in 
which the non-com. indulges at the 
unfortunate private’s expense. 

Poor fellow; for the time being 
he isa machine the property, nom- 
raally., of his country, but, in rea- 
lity, of the man who happens to be 
in command over him, and woe be- 
tide him if he offend his sergeant. 
Tle must have no thought, no will 
of bis own. Perhaps he never had 
tnuch of either. All the better for 
him when he becomes a soldier. 

Now and again, though, a man 
refuses to submit to such indigni- 
ties without a struggle, but repeat- 
ed confinements to the cells and 
bread and water diet soon break 
his‘spirit. If not, there;are worse 
punishments. 

TWO YEARS’ SERVICE. 

As soon as he realizes that he 
gave up his manhood when he took 
on the uniform, he can get on fair- 
iy well, provided he is thick- 
skinned. His work is arduous, his 
ralions pogr. and he is rewarded 
with the Miiitcatis sum of 2*,d.

My 
answer was something to the effect 
that the English officers were not 
su conceited (eigebildet) as the 
German, and he seemed surprises, 
quite hurt, in fact, that I was not 
overcome with gratitude at his con- 
descension in speaking to me at all. 
| He had to learn that in England 
ha is the girl who condescends. 


Sut a lieutenant has to work 
hard—very hard—at all kinds of 
drill and exercise. He has to in- 


struct a squad of men in history 
and ‘‘war-game’’—no sinecure if 
you know the men—and he receives 
jnstruction upon the same subjects 
from his colonel, besides which he 
generally studies One or more for- 
cign languages. 

His pay is very slender, too. 1 
wonder if an English officer would 
credit the fact that a German heu- 
teuant. by no means in his _ first 
reccives 17s. 6d. per week for

But, 
lin spite of all, they are a happy- 
go-lucky, light-hearted set of fel- 
‘lows, with a charm that is all their 
‘own, and, I must say, I spent a@ 
very pleasant two years in a Ger- 
man garrison town.

She wears 
Parisian gowns exquisitely cut and 
of charming simplicity. She tells 
me that by living rationally and 
dressing comfortably she finds her- 
self able to spend the day in her 
factory from 7 a.m. until 3 p.m. in 
summer and from 8 a.m. until 5 
p.m. in the winter. Miss Forster 
explained that her success was due 
t» her entire devotion to her busi- 
ness. 

“English girls,’’ she declared, 
‘of the better class make their bu- 
siness a subsidiary matter to their 
social suecess. So many of them, 
pouring out by the hundred from 
schools and colleges every year, 
are seeking some genteel occupa- 
tion which will leave them free to 
play tennis and attend unlimited 
numbers of afternoon teas. Few of 
them sueceed in’ business in Eng- 
land because their habits are not 
businesslike.” :

Manchester, Manchester men, 
and Manchester goods are words 
and phrases famous the world over. 
The city itself is admittedly the 
commercial capital of the Empire— 
the hub, of industrial England. Its 
wares hold pride of place in the 
textile markets of the globe, and 
the great explorer, Dr. Sven Hedin, 
has said that he found Manchester 
ectton in districts where even the 
Bible was unknown, says London 
Tit-Bits.

Nevertheless, its buildings, 
its parks and open spaces, its lib- 
raries and art galleries, its places 
of worship—all bear evidence to a 
public taste that soars higher than 
mere mercenary transactions in the 
great markets of the world.

The Rylands Library, for 
example, is, perhaps the most re- 
markable instance of a great lib- 
rary established by private muni- 
ficence. Originally endowed by Mrs.

ENDOCARDITIS. 


By this is meant an inflammation 
o2 the endocardium or membrane 
lining the cavities of the heart. lt 
is caused by the presence of pois- 
onous material, usually of living 
germs, in the blood, and is there- 
fore most often associated with, or 
a consequence of, some general dis- 
ease, such as rheumatism, typhoid 
fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria or 
pneumonia. 

There are the usual two forms 
found in most diseases, acute and 
«chronic, the last following upon 
the first; and there are also the 
more important divisions into sim- 
ple and malignant endocraditis. 

In the simple kind the lining 
membrane of the heart presents 
numerous points of inflammation— 
little red areas with a tuft or ball 
vf fibrin, or clotted blood, in the 
centre. These inflamed spots are 
not large, and the clots attached 
to them are also small, in the sim- 
ple form; but in malignant endo- 
carditis the area inflamed is much 
more extensive and the clots are 
larger—sometimes almost filling the 
cavity of the heart. In some cases 
ef malignant endocarditis, then 
called uleerative endocarditis, the 
inflammation is so acute as to cause 
ulceration of the affected parts. 

The dangers of endocarditis are 
twofold, danger to the heart itself 
and danger to the brain or lungs 
or of the other organs of the body. 
The danger to the heart is from 
injury to one of the valves. This 
almost always happens except in 
the mildest form of endocarditis, 
Lecause the inflammation most of- 
ten affects the edges of the valves. 
ven when the disease subsides 
without giving any sign of valvular 
injury at first, this often appears 
later through a fibrous thickening 
or sear-like contraction of the 
‘part originally inflamed. This 
interferes with the complete clo- 
sure of the valve, and the resuit 
is a heart permanently crippled by 
valvular disease. 

When there is actual ulceration 
of the valves, injury is inevitable. 

The danger to the brain or other 
organ is from detachment of the lit- 
tle blood clot from the inflamed 
spot and its carriage into the gen- 
eral circulation, where it plugs one 
of the smaller arteries. If this hap- 
pens in the brain, it gives rise to 
symptoms of apoplexy. 

The first principle of treatment 1s 
absolute rest in bed,“and this inac- 
tion must be insisted upon long 
after the patient feels well and is 
well, and for the rest of life any- 
thing that may cause heart-strain 
must be carefully avoided.—Youth’s 
Companion.

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OTTAWA AIRSHIP TRAGEDY 





One Man Killed, Two 


Injured by Contact of 


Propeller With Electric Wires. 





A despatch from Ottawa says: 
A startling series of accidents, in- 
cluding s tragedy, on Thursday at- 
tended the course of the dirgible 
airship whose ascents were to be 
one of the features of the Central 
Canada Exhibition. The first as- 
cent was attempted on Thursday 
morning by Aviator Nassr, upon 
the exhibition grounds near the 
Aberdeen Paviliow. There were a 
number of electric wires near the 
pavilion, and in some manner the 
propeller, near the front of the 
airship, became entangled in them, 
Scraping off the insulation. The 
rear end of the airship slowly drop- 
ped to the ground, and the aviator 
called to the assistant, Wingard- 
ner, to ‘‘look out for the rudder.”’ 
A large crowd were assembled, in- 
cluding Edward Keating, of Belle- 
ville, and Malcolm Campbell, who 
sprang forward to assist Wingard- 
ner. The three men took hold of 
the framework at the same time, 
and hardly had they touched it, 
when the spectators saw them drop 
limp to the ground in a heap. They 
had completed an electric circuit 
charged with 2,000 volts. 

Keating died an hour later after 


his removal from the grounds, The 
other men sustained a severe shock, 
but were soon resuscitated. Keat- 
ing, with his brother, was running 
a wheel of fortune on the Midway. 
He was 44 years of age, was mar- 
ried and leaves a widow and six 
small children. Campbell is from 
Glengarry County. He was in 
charge of the exhibit of the Ontario 
Wind Engine and Pump Co., Lim- 
ited. It is believed that Mr. Keat- 
ing might have been resuscitated 
had a physician been at hand im- 
mediately. On Thursday. afternoon, 
some hours after the tragedy, Nassr 
made a successful ascent, landing 
upon the opposite side of the Ri- 
deau Canal. He was billed to make 
another ascent in the evening and 
was dragging the airship back to 
the grounds when it struck a livo 
wire near the entrance to the ex- 
hibition. It took fire at once, but 
shot up in the air three hundred 
feet before the balloon portion of 
the machine exploded. The airship 
itself was destroyed. but no 
was injured A house near by 
caught fire, but the flames were ex- 
Itinguished before any considerable 
damage was inflicted.

Cover the bottom and 
sides of the pond with this clay three 
or four inches thick and beat firmly 
until sois@ and even. The best method 
is to plant Water lilies in boxes 
or tubs. Usa very rich soil’ us coarse 
as possible. Rough pieces of sod and 
umps of earth should be mixed in. 
Boxes holding five or six cubic feet 
will accommodate strong growing 
plants, and others holding half that 
Inuch will be Jarge enough for the 
weaker growing plants. If the pond 
is large the soil may be placed on the 
bottom and the plants set out in it, 
but in smaller ponds under this 
method the roots of the stronger 
plants will quickly cover the bottom, 
crowding out the weaker.

LOAN THE SUM OF $18,000. 


Passed 1909. 
— 


Whereas the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the County of Lennox and | 
Addington have resolved to raise by way of | 
loan the sum of $18,000 to cover the ex-| 
penditare on County Roads daring the 
current year, | 

And Whereas in order thereto, it will be’ 
necessary to issae a debenture of the said 
Corporation as hereinafter provided for 
the sum of $18,000 (which is the amount of 
the debt intended to be created by this By-

SOME AQUATIG FEATS 


REMARKABLE RECORDS IN 
SWIMMING AND DIVING. 
— 
dules Gautier Performs Four-Mile 


Swim Manacled and Tied to Boat— 
Another Manacled Diver — Some 
Records on the Thames — Holbein 
Goes Fifty Miles In Less Than 
Fourteen Hours. 


The aquatic feat performed by Jules 
Gautier the other day is one of the 
most remarkable on record. With 
hands and feet manacled, and his 
movements hampered by a rope being 
attached round his waist to a water- 
man’s skiff, he swam over the ’Vars- 
ity boatrace course from Putney to 

ortlake, a distance of just over four 
miles, in an hour and a half. He fin- 
ished quite fresh, and clambered into 
a boat without assistance at the end 
of the swim. 

It is not the first time, however, 
that Gautier has swum a long dis- 
tance with hands and feet tied. Five 
years ago he swam from Putney Pier 
to Tower Bridge, a distance of nine 
miles, in just over two hours, with 
wrists and hands manacied together, 
and has dived from London Bridge 
at low water similarly handicapped. 

Particularly daring, however, was 
the feat of a certain music-hall artiste 
who, in October last, jumped from 
Westminster Bridge into the river 
while manacled with an iron band 
round his neck, linked with an iron 
chain to leg irons, and five handcuffs 
stretched across his arms. He could 
not swim a stroke, but was quickly 
hauled into a boat waiting far him 
after he had struck the water. 

The Thumes has been the scene of 
gomne remarkable swimming feats, one 
of the most astonishing being that of 
Mr. Holbein, who in July last swam 
up and down the river between Dept- 
ford Cattle Market and Northfleet, for 
a distance of a little over fifty miles, 
without leaving the water, in thirteen 
and three-quarter hours, this being 
a world’s record for long-distance 
swimming. And such is Mr. Holbein’s 
amazing physique that at the end of 
this swim be showed no more signs 
efexhaustion than un ordinary bather 
at fhe seaside after u quarter of an 
hour’s gambolling in the surf. He 
dressed in u few minutes, and went 
bome on a tram to Catford Hill as if 
nothing unusual had happened. 

Alfhough Mr. Holbein has not yet 
been successful in equalling Captain 
Webb’s performance in regard to the 
Channel swim, he has beaten at least 
‘onesaftthe latter's records. For many 
: <WMebb’s record time, ie, 4 
ues fa minutes, 44 seconds, for the 
itwentymile swim from Blackwall to 
Gravesend, stood unbeaten, until Hol- 
bein beat it by 9 minutes, 38 seconds. 
Amongst other remarkable -wimming 
feats’ by the latter champion might 
be mentioned his  forty-three-mile 
swim in the Thames from Blackwall 
to Gravesend and back in just under 
twelve and a half diomrs,-and his trial 
swim in 1899 in the Solent, when he 


covered forty-seven miles in twelve 
hours. 
Mr. Horace Davenport, who from 


1874 to 1879 inclusive held the tithe of 
ainateur swimming champion, per. 
formed a notable long swim in Sep- 
tember, 1884. Starting from the East 
Pier, Southsea, Mr. Davenport crossed 
to Ryde Pier, and then returned to 
Clarence Esplanade Pier without rest- 
ing, the double journey in a choppy 
sea occupying § hours and 25 minutes.

Extreme Simplicity Marks the Life of 
Present Occupant of Vatican. 
The Vatican is more democratic to- 
day than ever before in its history. 
The views of Piux X, sds a writer 
in MeClure’s, differ entirely from 
those of his predecessor, on this point, 
4s on many others. Pius X, is a man 
of the people and prides himself upon 
it; Leo XIII. was an aristocrat, and 
never denied it. Leo XIII. consider- 
ed that the papacy should keep up the 
spell of its mystery and its splendor, 
and fight against the progress of 
equalitarian ideas, by setting itself to 
maintain in all their severity the 
strict und complicated forms of eti- 
quette which the Holy See has been 
pleased to observe since the period of 
the Renaissance. Pius X., on the oth- 
er hand, when donning the tiara, de-

clared that he intended to be ‘‘the 
poor man’s pope.”’ ‘ . 
There is one humble relic with 


which nothing will ever induce the 
pope to part. This relic is his watch 
—a little cheap nickel. It marked the 
minutes of my mother death strug- 
gles,’ he says, ‘and the hour of my 
definite separation from the outer 
world, f space and liberty. It 
has marked all the sad, all the joy- 
ous, all the solemn moments of my 
life.

Bake in a 
well greased large, deep pile tin, 
or the largest size layer cake tin, 
in a hot oven. 

Breakfast Muffins.—Soak one cup

INDIAN GAMBLERS. 
Much Money is Lost and Won in a 
Season, 


Most of us are familiar with the 
old joke which asserts that the 
best way to find the winner of a 
horse-race is to cut out a list of 
the runners, get a pin, shut one’s 
eyes, stab at the names, and put 
your money on the horse whose 
name is first pricked. 

The native of India has an equ- 
ally amusing method. He wagers 
his money according to the colors 
worn by the jockeys, and takes no 
heed of the merits of the horses; 
er he wi#l back a horse ridden by 
his favorite jockey, no matter whe- 
ther the animal is a rank outsider 
or not. 

His ideas of gambling, in fact, are 
distinctly novel. Some of the more 
wealthy Indians form rings and 
Lack every horse in the race, thus 
gaining the satisfaction of getting a 
winner every time. It is really only 
of late years that the native of In- 
dia has become an habitual gamb- 
ler on the Turf, and now-a-days 
the bulk of the betting at the vari- 
cus racing centres in India is done 
by natives. Indeed, the authori- 
ties are becoming somewhat con- 
cerned about the growth of the bet- 
ting which takes place amongst 
Indian natives, it being asserted 
|that as many as thirty lacs of rapees 
(about $1,500,000) is lost and won 
in the course of a season. 

The ignorant masses have not a 
great deal of actual money to wag- 
jer, but so badly bitten are many 
cf them with the craze for betting 
at race-meetings that they fre- 
quently wager what little property 
they possess on a horse, and if they

The Views of a Celebrated Paris 
Physician. 





Why do women shoppers who 
have plenty of money steal things 
which they do not need? 

Others have dismissed the, phe- 
nomenon after giving it a name— 
kleptomania — but a celebrated 
Paris physician and criminologist, 
has gone straight to 120 of the fair 
culprits fur their own versior of 
the matter. 

In Paris searcely a day passes 
when one of the courts has not to 
consider the case of a woman ac- 
cused of theft at the Bon Marche, 
the Louvre, or the Printemps. 

The interest-of these cases is in- 
creased by the fact that although 
a few professional thieves and some 
persons who are driven to theft by 
poverty may be among their num- 
ber, by far tte majority of these 
shop thieves are ladies in easy cir- 
cumstances, 
jare rich. 

Here are some leading facts from 
the criminologist’s investigations. 
The women only thieve in the large 
shops. The majority of then afe 
in easy circumstances, and many 
ef them are rich. The articles they 
take are often of ne use to them, 
or they do not need them, or they 
have already in their home similar 
articles, and often more than they 
require, 

Another point is that when ar- 
rested at the door of the shop they 
readily distinguish from the rest of 
their possessions the stolen article, 
lend many of them adinil possession 
of it with an expression of relief, 
as if they had felt burdened by its 
weight.

Many persors, in, go a step 
further Anticipating their que 
tioner, they themselves of 
former thefts comunitted in similar 
leireumstances, and describe the 
stolen articles they have in their 
homes. 

As a rule. the goods have not

It is a curious fact that the ratlo 
of really gifted blind people is out 
of all proportion to their total num- 
ber when compared with those who 
have full power to see. 

The cases of Helen Keller and of 
Senator Gore are familiar to every 
one. The middle West has produc- 
ed another remarkable blind man in 
“Blind Kelley,” the ‘‘St. Louis 
Sherlock Holmes,’’ as he has been 
called, a lawyer practising at the 
bar. According to Van Norden’s 
Magazine, his powers of deductive 
reasoning are almost uncanny. 

He can tell on entering 4 room 
how many persons are there as- 
sembled. He can give you the di- 
mensions of the room without walk- 
ing around it. Almost, it appears, 
le has solved the mystery of the 
fourth dimension, and has appar- 
ently developed a sixth sense. — 

In challenging jurors this blind 
attorney displays a judgment of 
character that is miraculous to the 
man gifted with sight. There are 
honest and dishonest voices, he 
says, and he makes astonishingly 


ACCURATE DECISIONS. 


Walter A. Kelly lost his sight 
when 11 years old. He is only 20 
now. He was educated at a school 
for the blind, and then took @ 
course at the St. Louis Law School 
and was graduated with honors 1n 
1904. 

He explains his professional suc- 
cesses by pointing out that the hu- 
Tuan memory can be so cultivated 
that anything read aloud can be en- 
graved upon the mind to be called 
upon at will. 

The list of the blind who have 
achieved a success at least equal 
to that of secing men of their own 
standing in education and inte'li- 
gence might be continued in defi- 
nitely.

Fires Caused by Spontaneous Ig- 
nition—Be Careful of Oily 
Rags. 


One of the things the average man 
knows little about is the chemistry 
of fire. He hears occasionally of 
fires from spontaneous combustion, 
but his ideas of the process of spon- 
taneous ignition are vague and his 
Knowledge of the substances or 
combinations of substances suscep- 
tible tu such ignition is limited. 

MYSTERIOUS FIRE. 

It is dificult to acquire the know- 
ledge outside of the ¢hemical lab- 
@ratories, for in the common run 
of experience, unless fires from this 
cause are discovered at their in- 
ception, they soon destroy all evi- 
dcences of their origin. Such fires} 
are commonly reported as ‘“pro- 
bably incendiary’? or of ‘‘mysteri- 
ous origin.”’ 

The chemisty of spontafieous ig- 
nition is simple. Decomposition 1s 
2 slow combustion. The human 
body slowly burns to ashes in the 
grave. Oxygen uniting with carbon 
produces heat. If they unite rap- 
idly enough, in sufficient quantities, 
the combustion is visible in flame. 
If they unite slowly, as in the decay

Prof. H. H. Dean says ‘‘that of 
the 250 pounds of solids in every 
ton of milk delivered at a cheese 
factory, 125 are made into cheese 
and 125 go into the whey tank 
largely as waste except for the 
slight use made of the same in pig 
feeding. In contradistinction, all 
the solids are retained in condensed 
milk. Practically there is no waste. 
For this reason no cheese factory

ENGLAND’S CITIZEN TROOPS 
CAMP, 


The Conditions Were Made to Re- 
semble Those on Active | 
Service. 


A goodly portion of old London 
moved out to Salisbury Plain for 
the first two weeks of August, 
when the Metropolitan Territorials 
went into camp. Thirty thousand 
men in uniform tented and manoe- 
uvred on the plain. Not since the 
South African war has London seen 
so many men in khaki. Getting the 
men and horses and equipment out 
to the camp was a huge business, 
and the work fell heavily on the 
Great Western and South Western 
Railroads, which had at the same 
time to handle the usual Bank Ho- 
liday excursion crowds. The start 
was made on Saturday afternoon 
and as evening advanced Waterloo 
Station become a picture of warlike 
preparations, 

Regiment after regiment came 
along, all in khaki and carrying 
their field kits. The entrances in 
Westminster Bridge road to the new 
platforms were reserved for the 
troops, and many corps made that 
the place of assembly, the men fa!- 
ling in smartly and entraining with 
great speed as soon as the empty 
vehicles drew up to the platforms. 


GREAT PLAIN TOO SMALL. 


So great has been the growth of 
the Territorials that the spacious 
Salisbury Plain seems tu have 
grown small and cvamped. — Five 
thousand acres will be added to it 
as soon as the War Department laa 
obtain possession of fhe land. The 
work began on Monday, and, most- 
ly for the sake of the newly-joined 
men, company and battalion drill 
occupied all of the first week. The 
manoeuvring ground on the downs 
was divided into practice areas up- 
on which the units could carry out 


their exercises separately, Por 
the senior men there were more 
ambitious exercises. Small mobile 
columns were formed, with guns 


and cavalry, and these marched, 
each columy carrying its own tents, 
stores and -quipment and bivou 
acked at an apnointed distant spot. 
An expeditionary force was sent 
out for a two-days’ march and even- 
tually had to fight its way back to 
camp. 


MOBILE COLUMNS 


The first of these mobile columns 
was sent out on Thursday night, af 
ter the men had become somewhat 
used to camp life and a little hard- 
ened to the work. An interesting 
little campaign had been worked 
out by General Vesey Dawson, com- 
manding one of tie divisions, 
Major Ruthven, his ehief of staff. 
The situation had been imagined of 
na victorious invading army march- 
Winchester.
